The association of Collegiate Alumnco 


was organized in 1SS3 by women grad- 
uatea from the leadiag colleges and 
universities of the United States. It 
now numbers 383 members, who are 
widely scattered throughout the country, 
The Crat general wort which WBB at- 
tomptnd woo to investigate the health o" 
women graduates, a subject which is of 
tho gravest; importance, because o£ ite re- 
lation to the higher education of women, 
and one which hitherto has been left to 
theory and surmise. A committee ol 
which Mi 63 Angle G, Howes, ot Boston 
waa chairman, prepared and sent to 1290 
alumnre a schedule o£ over forty ques- 
tions, relating to conditions of childhood, 
individual health, family health, college 
conditions and conditions emce gradua- 
tion. Seven hundred oad five of these 
circulars were returned, nnd a pamphlet 
has beec iesned by the association, giv- 
ing tho results ot tha investigation 
collected by tlie bureau of statistics ot 
labor. 


Beferring briefly to th o elaborate tables 
which have been prepared, it appears 
That tbo graduates are largely ot Ameti' 
can 
parentage. 
Tho average age at 


which they began ntudy was 0.64 years 
at entering college 18.30 'years, and the 
average present ege is 28.58 yeuw. Dur- 
ing college life tho majority studied bu: 
moderately, and only 44 per otnt. did no: 
worry over their studies or affairs. Since 
graduation alt eeem to have found con 
genial occupation, a great mr.ny as teach- 
ers, while eight only are occupied with 
social duties to tho exclusion of other 
occupations. Somewhat over one-fourth 
have married, and ot the whole number 
oE children borne by them, the greate' 
part are living and iu good health. On 
entering college 78.1G per cent, were in 
good, 1.88 per ojnt in fair, ana 19.86 in 
poor healtn. Since graduation the per- 
centages aro 77.87, 5,11, and 17.02 respect- 
ively; in other words, 138 report a deter- 
ioration in health. 
The most prevalent 


cause of disorders is constitutional weak- 
ness. Tho present health of graduates 
seems to bnvo been alTecled according as 
their parents have enjoyed their good or 
poor health, tho figures slowing 3 per 
cent, increase in health for ilioso whose 
parents \vero in goi'd health, uud a de> 
cliuo iu health ot over 17 per cent for 
those whose puit-uis wru both in poor 
henitb.

The value ot the&o statistics cannot be 


questioned on the ground that their 
loyalty to their alma mater would pre- 
vent those whoso expermco was un- 
favorable from sending a statement, as 
tibalaiion was begun when 455 answers 
had been received and the percjntage 
averaging good health boro about the 
same proportion to the total number 
then received, aa it does now that 250 
more returns have been gained. The 
bureau of statistics rf labor, in conclud- 
ing the report, says: "Tho ..faota which 
we have presented would seem to war- 
rant the assertion that the seeking of a 
college education on the part of woman 
does not in itself necessarily entail a loss 
of health or serious impairment of the 
vital forces. Indeed, the tables show 
this 
so 
conclusively 
,that 
there 


is little need, 
were 
it 
within 


our province, for extended discussion on 
the aubject The graduates, as a body, 
entered college in good health, passed 
through the course ot study prescribed 
without material change in health, and 
since graduation, by reason ot the effort 
required to gain a higher education do 
not seem to bavo»beoom9 unfitted to meet 
the responsibilities or bear their propor- 
ate share of the burdens of"hfe. It is 
true that there has been, and it was to be 
expected there would be, a certain deter- 
ioration in health on the part of some of 
tho graduates. 
On the other hand, an 


almost identical improvement in health 
for a like number was reported, showing 
very plainly that we must look elsewhere 
for the causes of the greater part ot this 
decline in health during college life. If 
we attempt to trace the cause we find 
that this deterioration ia largely due, not 
to tbe requirements of college life par- 
ticularly, bnt to predisposing causes 
natural to tho graduates themselves, born 
in them as it wore, and for which college 
life or study should not be made respon- 
sible.

The convention was called to order at 


1;30 by Chairman Norcroes, 


B. D. Bockwood was called for and 


road an -interesting poper on "Tobacco," 
as follows: 


MR. PRESIDEXT.AND GENTLEMEN— 
lam HSked to speak upon tho nest 
modes of producing, handling, stiip- 
pinc and delivering tobacco. The sub- 
ject is A voluminous oiie.and cannot be 
thoroughly discussed, iu a short essay ; 
but I will endeavor to give you a low 
ol my ideas, lind if they do nnt meut 
with your approval in ull respects 
please give me tbo credit ol not claim- 
ing them to be the bent modes, uut 
simply1 :niy individual ideas on the 
aubject. . 
Tne first thing necessary tol-i success- 


ful venture in tlie-production of a crop 
of tobacco, is a good even stand of 
plants. There aru two ways of goiting 
them; by purchasing and raisinu. ili« 
latter way is far the best. Take a 
piece-of ground sheltered Irom the 
north and west -winds, where the sun 
can sti ike a goodly part of ths day:, 
make It rich with compost; use sand 
lime and ashes in tlie preparation 
which is best done in the tall; lino it 
off into bods of convenient width for 
weeding and pulling, throw thorn up a 
little, so as to drain freely, but not 
wash. You will have no trouble to 
rake and pulverize the tuiface M 
early as you may wish to in the spring. 
From the first to the toath of April is 
the usual time o£ sowing- the seed, 
which should be of the best variety, 
and about one-half r.n ounce to the 
squarerod, and buy the best. I refer 
to that variety which hus given Wis- 
consin a position 
in 
tbo markets 


among the first, as a ciKM leaf produc- 
ing State, familiarly known as tho 
Comstock seed. Be sure you pet it as 
pure and J'ar back as possible. We 
have rotated our seed too much. 


There are many methods of sowing 


the seed aud caring for the beds after- 
ward, a number of which aro good. 
JL.'would advise you to follow your 
former habits, if you have bi'en suc- 
cessful, if not go to some good pro- 
ducer who always has plants to sell, 
and get his theory, practice It to the 
letter, but don't try too many on tho 
same beds; have becls enough] In each 
change ol theory, either ot which, if 
succesful. will be competent for your 
enure planting, Then you will have 
plants to sell, too; have 
but 
one 


variety in your prop, it will bo more 
uniform and give better satisfaction 
to the trade. 
Iu preparing your land for Lybacco I 


advise tall plowing. Make .it rich with 
good stable compost. 
The horso pro- 


duces the best for cigar leaf. Sheep 
and cattle are next, but don't use hog 
manure, it will make, a black ash. 
There are several reasons why full 
plowing Jis the best. First you have 
the action ot frost upon tho surface 
which is a good lenilizer; also you 
turn the chrysalis, from 
which t-lie 


miller is formed that creates tho to- 
bacco worm,- to tlie suiface. 
They 


never get back again and are destroyed 
by freezing. 


You can cultivate oftener before final 


preparation, tbus allowing the surface 
seeds to germinate and be destroyed, 
•while you can work tho prounrl easily 
and with ordinary tools. You will 
find your land will bold rno.sture at 
setting tims longer. How your land 
one way about tr-ree feet apart, ndse 
it 'Lsligbtly, plant from |eighle;:n to 
twenty inches apart on tho ridge, get 
from 9;000 to 10,000p!ants to the acre, if 
you want- a flne leaf, and a largo yield 
in pounds. 
Commence setting when 


your plants are large enoupli to trans- 
plant, regardless of tho weather. If 
dry, water and cover. Select strong 
plants and see that you work is per- 
formed correctly. You can't afford to 
have shoddy work done at 
this time, 


and lee me say, that at no ruattar at 
what point you strike the deal in to- 
bacco producing, and handling, you 
can't afford to have a slouch or a dis- 
honest workman in tho Held r?r house. 
Take every step with care 
and let 


nothing remain undone to put as per- 
fect a leiif as possible into the hous>'. 
Let your crop raaivu'e and ripen before 
cutting. Green tobacco H poor btuff. 
Don't let Uncle 8am scan your crrp 
into the house against your judgment--. 
Always keep in mind Uiat the trade 
wanta 
line, 
whole wrappers. 
T!u> 


wrapper is'-the measure of value in 
your crop, it pays to save them. 


In harvesting never cut or hanOl 


while wet. 
Wilt thoroughly, but 
Ij 


careful of sun-burn; it is a 
dama.ro 


you cannot eradicate. 
Handle ihe 


fresh plant with; care; every bruiso 
leaves its mark. In stringing upon 
the lath do not crowd them, nor in the 
house. Give each plant room enough 
to hang independently -when cured, 
.Never lav tobacco down after it is 
strung. Hang it upon horses from 
which it can be loaded with ease. 
Have your best man to hang it away, 
he is the last one to handle the green 
leaf, and should be a competent careful 
hand. 


Alter your crop is harvested your 


work has only commenced, and good 
care and attention must be given' to 
the house for the first two or three 
weeks of curing, after which it requires 
but little, if your house is made proper- 
ly, until such a time as you wish to 
take down and strip. I woula|.advise 
early stripping. Al ter your tobacco is 
thoroughly cured, let it come; into line 
case (and for tlie benefit of those pro- 
sent who do not understand the term 
case, I will say it ia a word used in tha 
deal meaning dampened from ab<orli- 
Uon of water,. from. the atmosphere 
we would rather have if,) not too hig-h 
as the stalks are still green and will 
stain the leaves if they remain in uulk 
long; -while later on, with the stalk 
thoroughly cured and dry, 1 would 
rather have the leaf a-little high than 
low or riu»ky. Be careful in taking 
down from the poles. Jdon'c do as 
some farmers have been known to tio, 
spread them and let a whole threo or 
four tiers high tall in a pile, and then 
wonder why they don't get as good a 
price as their neighbors do. Take it 
down just as carejullv as you hang it 
up. It still is wanted for the samfi 
purpose. Hle:itin bulks about four 
feet high, always keeping the leaves 
covered in the bulk, especially the tips, 
for let me tell you the finest wrappers 
are taken from' the first cuts at the 
point of the leaf and outer edge, so -al- 
ways keep'lt'in mind'.to''so-handle the 
stock as to proteet'tho nnest snd most 
valuable parts. Cover your bulks so as 
to keep the goods. In. the -.condition in 
which they 'were 't'a"ken' 'down, until. 
th'-y are.'aU.stripped and toled. . After 
you havetak'en down what, you can 
bandle .out 'before, it .' will damage, 
tben 
comes-the.-stripping. -Have a 


good room, a basement is best, in which 
to strip and bale, for 1 would advise 
baling as the best inode in early strip- 
ping. Take out tho -sand-leaves or 
tillers and all bad 1'nst,.. and this vear 
throw them.away,.m the compostheap, 
or put thenrinto cases loose lor cutting- 
slock or. sheep'wash. The trade don'c 
require.any fille're m the 'SO crop, and if 
you try to push'tbem into the-market 
as such, the high reputation o£ Wis- 
consin tobacco will suffer by percent- 
age of grades in comparison, as your 
wrappers and binders will be too short 
an average. Put your wrappers and 
Binders into neat clear bales of about 
twenty-flve.pounds each, wrapped in 
paper, too, after which they may be 
}Ut in ranks, hulked from three to five 
jales liigh, in a dry, secure place. 
Cover the top of tho bulk with some 
ight covering that will hold tho mois- 
:ure, but don't weigh it down.ias you 
will, by so doing, piessthe bales to- 
•ether too hard, making the tobacco 


more liable to ferment and stick or 
mat together, before it is 
selected,

do.II you. sell in the bale and contract 
to deliver the same in any certain man- 
ner or condition, try and first, under- 
stand the exact import of your contract 
for it is a written agreement to pet- 
form certain duties or acts and is bind- 
ing upon each party to the letter of its 
wordings. 
But alter contracting to 


pertorm 
deliver 
your 
crop just 


as nearly to the requirements of the 
instrument as you possibly can and 
there will be no cause for trouble. Try 
and fin all your labor in a neat, work- 
manlike manner. • Show tho trade that 
you appreciate the value of perfpct 
quality and cutting surface in a crop of 
tobacco. 
If you choose to select it yourself 


then you must first learn (if you are 
not already informed) what tbe re- 
quirements of the trade ar.», and if you 
are competent to the task go ahead 
and instruct and oversee your hdp. If 
not, get a good, trusty, competent man 
for loreman. Select and pack in ac- 
cordance with the rules of the trade. 
Do not run contrary to them—it will 
not pay you, Eccentric ideas never 
paid on the handling of tobacco. Try 
t.o put up your crop as flue and as 
cheaply as you can. One great trouble 
to-dry with Wisconsin 
tobacco 
as 


atrainst Sumatra ia its high price, not 
its quality. It ia good enough but it is 
tooiiisli priced to compete favorably 
with this German importation, which 
you cannot supplant and curtail by 
high tariff alone. We must have a sur- 
plus of good fine Havana seed wrap- 
purs and at a price that will make them 
more economical for ths manufacturer 
to U--B than Sumatra. Therefore tariff 
will help your price.
